REFUNDING BONDS 

On December 15, 1915, the Fiscal Court issued $40,000 
Refunding Bonds and in October, 1916, issued $10,000 
more Refunding Bonds. These were issued to take up in- 
debtedness of the county incurred in previous years in ex- 
cess of the county's income. Of these $6000 has been paid 
and S44.000 remain unpaid. They are payable in install- 
ments each year up to and including 1935. During 1922,- 
bonds No. 7 and S will become due, amounting to $2000, 
and interest coupons aggregating $2420 will also become 
payable, making $4,420 to be paid in 1922 on these bonds. 
There is on hand in cash available for this purpose $4,- 
049.59, leaving a deficit of $371.00. 

MAYO TRAIL FUND 

As shown above, $5000 has been advanced on the con 
Btruction of the Mayo Trail and the sum of $29,217.30 is 
on hand in cash subject to the order of the State Highway 
Commission. The county's agreement is to donate the 
sum of $75,000 the said project, so that it will be necessary 
to is-sue onlv approximately $40,000 of bonds in order to j .on™., 
make up t he full $75,000. These will be issued during this 
year on demand of the State Highway Commission ; and 
the 25 cents levy will pay off these bonds half in 1922 and 
the remaining half in 1923.
